Shootout at Oakland 
Disco Dance Party 


OAKLAND 一 A shootout last 
weekend involving Chinese youths 
at a Private disco dance party 
resulted in the wounding of two 
persons and the arrest of eleven 
people， five adults and si 
juveniles, all males. Two Oakland 
police officers exchanged shots 
with thie Chinese youths， 

Each person was booked on one 
count of assault with a deadly 
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weapon on a police officer and 
one count of assault with intent to 
commit murder，They are being 
held in lieu of $25,000 bond each. 

The five adults were identified 
as Chon Wing Hoo，19，Aurelio 
Kuan，21，Luis Li，20，VWilliam 
Wai Chan，19, and Gregg Jeong， 
18 一 four of the juveniles were 
from San Francisco and one 
was fronl Fairfield， 

GANGS 

Oakland police said they had 
verified that the suspects were 
members of Chinese youth gangs. 
“They themselves have told us 
they are affiliated with a variety 
of youth gangs，Oakland Police 
Lieutenant Terry Green told the 
SF Chronicle. “We have con- 
firmed this with the San Francisco 
police.”Green declined to name 
the gangs.

The other gunman was also 
crouched in a“ “cup and saucer 
position, firing four shots at Roth， 
“A voung Chinese female bumped 
the gunman，either intentionally 
or accidentally，and he missed,，

Both officers didq not return fire， 
according to Green, because of the 
ciowd. They did shoot when the 
gunmen and other suspects 
attempted to get away in twWo cars，

When shots were fired by 
police, one car came to a halt, but 
the other car accelerated，and 
spun into an empty lot.， Other 
officers arriving apprehended the 
Suspects as they attempted to flee 
on foot.
